diameter  and  weight.  Mounted  on  a  wooden  stand  of  the  period,  the 
uprights  of  iron  and  the  balance  itself  brass.  From  tests,  it  seems  to  be 
very  finely  balanced  and  quite  accurate  though  late-date  Barber  pieces 
are  a  bit  too  thick  for  the  slots  (they  have  visibly  thicker  rims  than  the 
Seated  issues!)

Remains  of  both  top  and  bottom  loops  of  the  underlying  “8”  are 
visible  to  the  right  of  the  “9”.  and  a  small  piece  of  the  top  left  loop 
is  also  present  at  bottom  edge  of  the  upper  loop  ol  the  “9  .  It 
appears  that  the  same  die  pair  was  used  for  all  strikes  ol  the  1838  $10 
and  for  all  those  of  the  1838  $10.  not  too  surprising  since  the  1838’s 
were  struck  in  very  small  quantity  at  the  very  end  of  that  year  and  the 
1 839’ s  began  to  be  struck  in  March.  Both  the  Quarter  Eagle  and  Half 
Eagle  of  1839  are  known  as  overdates  and  they,  like  the  “Head  of 
’38“  Eagles,  were  struck  in  the  period  March-June. 

It  is  probable  that  the  traces  of  the  overdate  on  the  Eagles  disappeared 
after  the  first  repolishing  of  the  dies,  or  became  so  slight  that  no  one 
has  noticed  them;  the  present  specimen  must  have  been  a  very  early 
strike,  before  die  repolishing.  This  specimen  is  well  struck  but  has 
light  obverse  scratches  and  a  couple  of  minor  edge  nicks  in  addition 
to  an  unusual  partial  blue-violet  toning.  To  the  best  of  our  knowledge, 
this  is  the  first  example  of  the  overdate  to  be  so  identified;  Breen, 
Akers,  Taxay,  etc.,  make  no  mention  of  it  and  may  thus  be  presumed 
not  to  have  seen  any  recognizable  specimens.

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DOUBLE  EAGLES 

A  NEW  DISCOVERY 


It  has  long  been  known  that  the  "Y”  in  Liberty  on  the  Double  Eagles 
from  1850-1858  is  double  punched;  the  assumption  usually  made  is  that 
this  represents  the  "second  hub"  at  the  Mint,  prepared  by  Longacre  after 
the  "first  hub" — from  which  the  1849  pattern  pieces  were  struck — did 
not  meet  with  full  official  approval.  It  has  also  been  noted  that  a  new 
"hub"  was  placed  in  service  in  1859  and  that  the  "doubled  Y"  disap¬ 
pears  as  of  that  time. 

As  we  pointed  out  in  the  discussion  of  the  Bust  Half  Dollars  in  our 
7/1982  "Leon  Goodman"  catalogue,  evidence  from  the  coins  themselves 
(with  Archival  confirmation)  shows  that  the  Mint  was  using  "Master 
Dies"  (rather  than  "Master  Hubs”)  at  least  through  the  1820’s  and 
probably  for  a  much  longer  period.  (Bob  Julian  says  the  shift  to  "Master 
Hubs"  did  not  begin  until  1894.)  We  recently  received  further  confirma¬ 
tion  of  "Master  Die"  use  throughout  the  1 850’ s ,  and  from  an  unusual 
quarter:  a  very  early  die  state  Double  Eagle  of  1850-0,  owned  by  Paul 
Nugget  of  N.C.I.I.  on  which  we  noticed,  to  our  surprise,  that  the  "I"  of 
Liberty  was  clearly  punched  over  an  erroneous  (and  partly  erased)  “L”. 
Examination  of  other  specimens  of  Double  Eagles  from  the  1850-1858 
period  revealed  that  the  same  "I/L"  occurred  on  the  coins  of  all  avail¬ 
able  dates  and  Mints  within  the  period  in  question,  and  that  it  did  not 
appear  on  those  from  1859  on.  It  shows  up  most  clearly  on  very  early 
die  states,  the  die  state  being  more  significant  in  this  regard  than  the 
date,  and  is  sometimes  difficult  to  see  clearly  on  worn  specimens,  espe¬ 
cially  if  there  is  damage  on  the  coronet. 

Now,  a  "master  hub" — i.e. ,  one  which  included  the  head,  "Liberty”, 
and  the  stars,  though  not  necessarily  the  date — would  have  been  in  raised 
relief,  like  a  coin,  and  to  correct  an  error  such  as  we  are  dealing  with

here  would  have  required  soldering  or  welding  on  extra  material  to  create 
the  new  letter,  and  the  repair  would  have  had  to  be  strong  enough  to 
withstand  the  hideous  pressures  used  in  producing  a  die  from  the  hub. 
This  is  extremely  improbable  As  with  the  modifications  of  the  hair  on 
the  Bust  Half  Dollars,  however,  the  correction  of  "L"  into  "I”  would 
have  been  quite  simple  on  a  "master  die"  an  incuse  master,  like  a 
regular  die,  produced  by  driving  separate  hubs  or  punches  of  the  head 
(without  "Liberty"),  the  coronet  legend,  and  the  stars  into  proper  place 
on  a  special  die  blank.  In  this  case,  the  incuse  coronet  area  could  easily 
be  ground  down  a  bit  and  the  "I”  punched  into  the  area  where  the 
upright  of  the  "L”  had  been.  However,  perhaps  to  avoid  major  reshap¬ 
ing  of  the  coronet  surface,  the  erroneous  “L”  was  not  completely 
ground  off  the  master  die  and  was  thus  transferred  to  all  the  working 
hubs  from  which  all  the  working  dies  were  produced.  As  these  working 
dies  were  repolished  during  use,  the  remains  of  the  “L”,  being  much 
more  shallowly  impressed  in  the  dies  than  the  “I”  overpunch,  would 
soon  have  faded  from  view. 

We  have  not  yet  been  able  to  inspect  any  1850-1858  Proof  Double 
Eagles  to  see  whether  or  not  they  also  show  the  "I/L".  but  we  assume 
that  they  would.  It  is,  at  least,  clear  that  we  could  regard  every  Double 
Eagle  produced  at  any  Mint  in  the  1850  through  1858  period  as  a  "Mint 
error”,  an  error  which  was  not  corrected  during  a  period  of  nine  years! 
We  do  not  believe  that  this  "I/L"  repunching  has  ever  been  noticed  by 
any  cataloguer  before;  if  so,  the  information  never  made  it  to  any  stan¬ 
dard  reference  work.  Walter  Breen  informs  us  that  he  noticed  some  years 
ago  that  there  was  something  peculiar  about  the  "IB"  area  on  the  coro¬ 
net  on  these  pieces,  but  he  had  never  run  into  a  specimen  on  which  he 
observed  its  exact  nature.  The  attached  enlarged  photo  was  shot  "in 
house"  with  high  resolution  lenses,  and  is  of  the  1850-0  piece  men¬ 
tioned  earlier,  loaned  to  us  for  photography  by  Paul  Nugget.  We  are 
pleased  to  have  several  specimens  from  the  1850-1858  period  in  this 
sale,  all  of  which  exhibit  the  "I/L”  in  varying  degrees.

We 
would  expand  his  list  slightly:  1)  SI;  2)  Brock-Morgan-ANS; 
3)  WGC:  880;  4)  Ullmer:  525,  apparently  differnet  from  #3; 
5)  RARCOA/Kaufman;  6)  Garrett:  795.  the  present  specimen. 
Of  these,  the  Ullmer  piece  was  noted  as  having  two  black 
spots,  while  the  SI  and  ANS  pieces  are  presumably  off  the 
market  forever.  Quite  possibly  the  first  Proof  Double  Eagle 
that  T.  Harrison  Garrett  bought  directly  from  the  Mint  in  the 
year  of  issue,  as  most  of  his  earlier  ones  were  acquired  later 
from  the  Heman  Ely  collection  privately  by  way  of  W.  Elliott 
Woodward.  A  splendid  opportunity  for  the  advanced  collector!

1960  and  the  first 
regular  issue  of  April  21,  1960,  down  to  1982.  representing  some  22 
years  of  information  and  Numismatics  and  the  numismatic  scene  in 
America  and  abroad,  including  many  major  research  and  reference 
articles  as  well  as  fascinating  “news  and  views"  of  the  field  in  past 
years,  predictions  of  “future"  prices  and  trends  which  are  now 
“past".  Our  consignor  was  moving  to  a  new  job  halfway  across  the 
country  and  just  couldn’t  face  having  to  haul  32  large  boxes  full  of 
these,  so  we  offered  to  place  them  in  this  auction  for  him.  He  esti¬ 
mates  that  the  set  is  lacking  about  25  issues  total,  the  missing  ones 
being  rather  randomly  distributed  across  the  years.  We  cannot  recall 
ever  having  seen  so  close  to  a  full  set  offered  for  sale  at  public 
auction!  The  1960-61  issues  are  particularly  rare.  It  may  be  years 
before  any  similar  opportunity  to  acquire  such  a  set  comes  along.

We  have 
compared  this  photo,  which  came  to  us  described  as  being  of  Long¬ 
acre.  with  the  (younger)  portrait  published  by  Bob  Julian  in  the  Febru¬ 
ary,  1978.  issue  of  The  Numismatist  (p.  253);  there  is  no  doubt  that 
the  eyes,  chin,  bone  structure,  and,  in  particular,  the  nose  are  identi¬ 
cal.  As  Longacre  was  70  in  1864,  that  would  have  been  a  fully  logical 
time  for  him  to  have  a  photo  made  for  family  and  friends.  This  is  the 
first  original  Longacre  portrait  we  can  recall  seeing  for  sale.

We  have  speculated  in  the  past  that  when  the  “Motto”  silver  “Pat¬ 
terns”  dated  1863-1865  were  restruck  they  were  probably  provided  in 
complete  sets,  like  Proof  Sets  of  the  supposed  years  of  issue;  restrikes 
are.  in  fact,  fairly  well  known  for  the  Trime  and  Half  Dime  of  1863 
and  1864.  but  none  has  ever  been  noted  for  the  Two  Cent  or  the  Cent. 
What  we  have  here  is,  without  question,  A  Restrike  made  from  new 
and  back-dated  dies  prepared  no  earlier  than  1871;  both  obverse  and 
reverse  match  the  characteristics  of  the  new  hubs  which  were  first 
placed  in  service  in  1871.  The  obverse  shows  the  elongated  berry 
below  left  end  of  ribbon  and  the  remodeled  ornament  below  WE. 
while  the  reverse  has  all  the  surfaces  of  the  “R“in  America  on  the 
same  plane  (the  old  hub  had  lost  nearly  all  of  the  fine  lines  where  the 
loop,  leg,  and  upright  meet,  cf.  the  piece  in  the  1869  Proof  Set  in  this 
sale,  as  contrasted  with  the  piece  in  the  1871  set).  The  coin  has 
strongly  mirrored  fields,  recut  (downwards)  1  and  a  lint  mark  in  the 
4th  white  stripe  of  the  shield,  wire  rim  around  the  entire  reverse  and 
part  of  the  obverse;  it  has  ben  dipped  but  is  now  beginning  to  retone  a 
bit.  A  rare  opportunity  for  the  specialist  to  obtain  the  first  recorded 
specimen  of  this  Restrike!

One  of  the  true  "transitionals".  and  a  major  rarity:  Taxay  lists  it  as 
High  R-7,  Breen  comments  "possibly  8  known  .  live  auction  records 
1972-1982  (all  in  Proof)  (We  note  another  Proof,  possibly  indentical 
to  one  of  the  five  more  recent  records,  in  a  couple  of  Kagin  s  sales  in 
1962-3  as  part  of  a  small  collection  of  "transitionals”)  We  have  no 
record  at  all  of  a  circulated  specimen.  The  present  piece  was  struck 
from  heavily  clashed  dies  (the  full  date  is  visible,  incuse  and  re¬ 
versed,  between  the  rim  and  TES  on  reverse,  and  both  sides  show 
major  elements  of  the  opposite  side  s  design),  the  dies  then  repolished 
in  an  unsuccessful  effort  to  clear  some  of  the  clash  marks  The  rims 
are  generally  rounded,  there  is  no  trace  of  proof  surface  even  in  the 
recesses,  and  some  regular  mint  lustre  is  evident  in  the  fields  on  both 
sides.  The  coin  is  somewhat  of  an  anomaly,  since  this  exact  reverse 
die  is  supposed  to  be  the  one  used  for  the  1866  Proofs  (this  die  and 
the  1866  Proof  one  are  from  a  distinct  reverse  hub  which  does  not 
reappear  on  regular  "Rays”  dies  of  66  or  67),  yet  there  is  no  indica¬ 
tion  that  there  had  been  any  dieclashing  on  the  Proofs  of  either  date. 
Nor  is  it  likely  to  have  been  a  restrike  since  those  would  have  been 
made  using  the  Proof  dies.

The  amount  you  indicate  should  be  the 
maximum  amount  you  wish  to  pay  for  the  lot  (unless  you 
have  checked  one  of  the  increase  boxes  on  the  front  of  the  bid 
sheet). 

All  bid  sheets  are  assigned  a  bidder  number  in  the  order 
received,  and  the  bids  are  entered  in  our  master  bid  book.  The 
bidding  is  opened  at  a  slight  advance  over  the  second  highest 
bid. 


For  example,  if  we  receive  mail  bids  of  $100  and  $150  on  a 
given  lot,  we  would  start  the  bidding  at  $105.  If  there  is  no 
floor  bidding  on  the  lot,  the  high  mail  bidder  will  be  awarded 
the  lot  at  $105.  If  there  is  floor  activity,  we  will  act  as  your 
agent  and  bid  competitively  up  to  your  maximum  bid.  If  the 
amount  you  bid  is  not  exceeded  or  tied  by  a  floor  bidder,  you 
will  be  awarded  the  lot  at  wherever  the  bidding  stops.
